IRISH QUESTIONS. 


RAILWAY EXCURSIONS. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. DUKE, im reply to Mr. O’Leary, said 
that the Irish Railway Executive Committee 
had, at his request, considered the possibility 
of granting excursion facilities from lst June 
to 30th September, and they thought it would 
be imprudent to institute or restore any re- 
duced fares, which would have the effect of 
increasing the train mileage of the Irish rai® 
ways. There was an increasing difficulty in 
obtaining the coal for their requirements and 
the necessary materials for repair of their 
engines, and, in view of the anticipated ex- 
papsion of traffic in the coming autumn owing 
to the increased tillage throughout the country, 
conserve both the coal supply and the loco- 
motives. 

SUGAR DISTRIBUTION IN IRELAND. 
Mr. O’DOWD was informed by Captain 
Bathurst that the sugar distribution difficulties 
are not peculiar to Ireland, but it is hoped 
that they will be lessened when, in due course, 
as is anticipated, supplies of sugar become 
more plentiful than they are at present. It 
is not thought necessary to open provincial 
depéte in Ireland for the purpose of ensuring 
an equitable distribution. 

POOLING OF RAILWAY STOCK. 

Mr. ROBERTS, in reply to Mr. Lardner,

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ALDERMAN J. J, KELLY’S CLAIMS, 


An echo of the Sinn Fein rising was heard 
by the Defence of the Realm War Losses 
Commission gitting in London yesterday, when 
Alderman J. J. Kelly, of Dublin, claimed 
damages against the War Office, amounting to 
£10,000. Discussion. was limited. to the prin- 
ciple involved. The chief items in the claim 
were—Loss of profit, £2,000; personal damages, 
£5,000; damages to property, £492; loss of 
goods (destroyed or looted), £258; and repairs, 


3. 

Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C., for the claimant, 
explained that a claim had already béen made 
to the Property and Losses Committee which 
sat in Dublin, and £1,450 had been obtaified 
from them in respect of damago to property. 
The £492 now claimed under this head repre- 
sented the difference between the award and 
the estimated damage, as assessed by Sir 
Robert Gardner and Company, chartered 
accountants. That Committee had not made 
any award in respect of consequent damage, 
such as loss of profit, nor in respect of false 
imprisonment, to which Alderman Kelly had 
been subjected, The Alderman had been most 
foully treated. He had been detained in 
prison for no cause whatever, and had 
eventually been released, being certified a 
loyal subject. Ho was fortunate in being alive. 
The personal damages claimed was for wrong- 
ful arrest, the indignity caused by his being 
brought under arrest through tho streets of the 
city of which he had been High Sheriff, ex- 
penses of medical attendance, medicines, and 
hotel bills at Brighton and other resorts, 
whither he had to’ go to recuperate. In regard 
to the business, as soon as Alderman Kelly 
was imprisoned al) his creditors came down 
upon him, These included several tobacco 
firms in the United Kingfom and the Bank 
of Ireland. Whea he was released immediate 
application was made to the Bank of Ireland. 
As a result, the Alderman was not made a 
bankrupt. The Alderman contended that his 
business had- been ruined. Previous to the 
trouble he had employed thirty-five girle 
making cigarettes. Now he employed none. 
He had also a large wholesale business, in 
which he suppled retailers with small quan- 
tities of tobacco. Then he himeelf bought 
from importers and large wholesale merchants. 
That, too, had gone. No loyalist would go 
near his shop, and no Sinn Feiner would buy 
from him because two men were taken from 
his premises by tho military. He contended 
that the Crown had effectively wiped out his 
business for two or three years to come. The 
£3500 claimed under the head of “ Loss of 
Profit’’ was the loss during the three years 
which it was estimated it would take the 
applicant to reestablish his business and 
bring it up to the same lovel it was before. 

Sir James Woodhouse (the Chairman)—You 
suggest that we should hear a claim for loss 
not limited to damage of goods and chattels, 
but also ultimate losses which were the result 
of militery interference ? 

Mr. Healy—That is aso. The people of 
Dublin thought that handsome compenaation 
would be made to Alderman Kelly imme- 
diately. 

The Attorney-General (Sir Frederick Smith) 
said he was anxious to arrive at a method 
which would lead to tho settlement of the 
various clairna. There were, however, other 
actions by Mr. Kelly pending in other courts 
in which some of the claims re-appeared. He 
would agree to the claims being heard by 
the War Losses Commission, subject to 
other actiong being stayed.

Unionist Ulster, it must 
never be forgotten, clings passionately to 
the Act of Union, and hates the idea of 
partition as much as any Southern 
Unionist hates it. It is prepared, how- 
ever, for the sake of victory, to contem- 
plate the acceptance of Home Rule for 
Ireland on a basis of partition, That is 
the clear inference from Sir John Lonsdale’s 
reply to the Prime Minister. The fact that 
Mr. Redmond’s rejection has killed the 
scheme does not obscure the fineness of the 
spirit in which Unionist Ulster has met this 
severe demand ‘upon its loyalty to Ireland 
and the Empire.
